Government figures (U.S.A.) tell 
us that total man-hours of labor are 
steadily going down, while produc 


tion goes up. This is of course due to 
electrical and mechanical 
In the last twenty years total produc 
tion has increased by 154% while 
total man-hours decreased about 65‘ 

In 1919 that country used a total of 
28 billion man-hours, in 1929 (peak 
year) only 22 billion, and in 1937 only 
10 billion. Yet in 1929 production was 
159%

Equipment undreamed of in the 
pioneer days has transformed the 
modern city school ample libraries, 
slide projectors, the gleaming enamel 
of the Domestic Class, the fine tools 
of the school shop.
